The Union Reform Convention.

A coovention of delegates from most of the
counties of this State mst in Columbia on the
15th June, represonting those who. are anx-
iouns to bring about & reform in the State Govs
erpment, for the purpose of seeuring and
maintaining the rights of il parties, ohnn
sud celors, and in opposition to all corrupté
cxtravagance and high taxes—tbis was the
avowed object.

Col. W. M. Smaxwox, of Kershaw, was oleot~
ad President of the Convention, and addréssed
the Lody in & brief sud patriotic speoch,—
Specches were made by several members.—
Gen. J. B. Kersnaw sabmitted resolutions:
which were referred to a committee on plat-
form, ar follows :

1. The Fifteenth Amendment of the Consti-
tution of the United Btates haviog been by
the proper suthorities proclaimed and ratified
by the requisite sumber of States, and having
been received and acquiesced in us the law in
all the States of the Uniom, ought to be fairly
sdministered and faithiully obeyed as funda.
mental law, .

2. The vast changes fn our system of Gov~
ernment brought by the international war be~
tween the two ti of the 'y, and
fullowing in its train are so far ineorporated
into the Constitutions and Laws of the States
and the Uniled Btates, as to require that they
be regarded as verities, baving the fnu and
obligation of luw,

3. This solgmn and complete_ recogmition of
existing laws brings the people of Bonth Car-
olina into entire barmony upon all questions
of civil and political right, and should unite
all honest men in an earvest determioation to
eatablish a just, equal and faithful adminfstes,
tion of the GGov t, in the loterest of oo
class or clique, and for the bemefit of a united
people ; therefore
